SOME OF ms IDIOSYNCBACTES. 


A police officer -was set at work in Lon- 


don to study the character and habits of 
what arc called the "casuals" there, or 
"tramps"-here—the people who apply for 
casual relief, in lodgings, food and money, 
to the local authorities, and the results 
are very interesting and instructive. He 
found the greatest majority, at least nine- 
tentbs, habitual vagrants, with no home^ 
leading an idle vagabond, dissolute life, 
never working, and making no effort to 
obtain work. Their story, in the words 
of some of them, is this: "Age 20. Did 
not know his parents; has always been 
tramping since he'"can recollect.*' 
"Age 


40. Him and his missus generally tramp 
it; had a job of gardening at Guildford; 
not lately, it was nine years ago; to tell 
the truth, he never did much, elfto but 
tramp, and does not suppose he ever shall; 
but it is only for life." Three yonng men. 
They state that "when they were boys they 
worked in a lucifer match factory, and 
they bad enough of it; work did not suit 
their complexions; they never knew any 
one get fat upon work." "Age 45.—Did 
not think he could get work if he tried for 
it, he had been too long on the road; it 
was true he never tried much now. 
Got 


on pretty well for food; did not get a 
goose every day for dinner, bat there waa 
always something to be got hold of if you 
kept your eyes open." 
"Father and son, 


51 and 21. Could not tell how long it was 
since they did any work; had been on the 
tramp, more or less, all their lives, and the 
son was born while on tramp. 
Had been 


tramping all over England; generally in. 
winter they applied for causal relief, slept 
rough (out of doors) in fcummer, and 


cf occupation. The carriages remained at 
little distance. 
THe four seconds greeted 


each other and - talked together some mo- 
ments. 
The ground was measured.

looked at the doctor with a smile. 


"Bah I" he said to me, "it will all go off 


well enough.".

they were a bad lot to men like himself." 
It struck tbe officer as remarkable that 
these men really do not seem to have the 
leant, idea of trying to get employment in 
order to better their condition; they are 
satisfied with their mode of life, and ap- 
parently unconscious that anything like 
work is expected of them'.' When dis- 
charged from tho casual wards in the 
morning, they wait for one another, form, 
parties, evidently not intending to seek 
for employment, and betake themselves to 
regular haunts. Some were observed to 
resort to the parks, and there meet others, 
women and menr»s if by appointment, sit 
under the trees, romp about, take a foot- 
ball from a child, and play; some idled 
about 
markets, begging and 
picking 


up food: some would be off to the Dark 
Arches. They arc men in the prime of 
life, but they would not work, even if sure 
that daily labor would secure comfortable 
competence. 
During tho time that a • 


foundation was being dug foi a • wall at 
Kensington Union, the "casuals" were 
employed upon, the work, but they only 
stayed for a day or two; as soon as they 
were able to draw a little money they all 
decamped. At Westminister, in the win- 
ter of 1807, the inspector of nuisances ap- 
plied at the casual ward, and offeiei 2s Cd 
a day for work in cleansing the streets of 


learning to swim.

One of these "casuals," a man 39 years of 
age, who admitted that it was a long time 
since b'e had done any work, and that he 
did not often try 
for a job now, 


said it wa» all up with a man when he 
took to " tramping." Prevention is easier 
than cure. Tho officer points out that the 
v O nen on tramp with young children take 
them, in the cat>u«l wards at night, into 
association with the worst characters; and 
ho suggests that meaeures'might be adopt- 
ed to prevent this inoculation with, va- 
grancy by stopping the casual assistance 
m inch cases and compelling the?e women 
to become chargeable to their parish.

H. L. Richmond preyed. Owing to the 
crowded »t»to of <rt» cohoani ttii» mo 
ing, wa are compelled to abridge the report 
ol the proceedings, but present the princi- 
pal addnwe*. 


Th» plates h»Ting been removed, H. 


Richmond wa» called npoa to preside, 
who, upon taking the chair, spoke substan- 
tially as lollowa: 


"Gentlemen of the Bar, and officer* of the 
Court of Crawford County. I tender to 
J 


ou my thanks for thii unexpected honor, 
am not aconmtomed to " table speeches.' 


I prido myself on no aptness of thought, 
or fasility of expression on such occasions, 
and I shall not now detain yon with many 
remark*. What I wish to say will relate to 
the past rather than the present. I cams 
to the Bar in 1333, with none of those 
factitious surroundings which promise suc- 
cess. Theiioii. Henry Shippen then oc- 
cupied (be Bench. He was aa able and 
oousciencious judge; an exact and upright 
man, and had a heart controlled by the 
most kindly feelings. While complaint 
i» lodged against no one, perhaps he, more 
than any who followed him, was a father 
to the yonnger members of the profession. 
Well do I remember, when, for the first 
time, I tremblingly arose to make my first 
argument in Court. His mild eye beamed 
on me with the affection of a parent, and 
ga?8 me great encouragement. If a paper 
was presented, or a motion made, by a 
younger member of the BAT, which was not 
proper in form, or in exact accord with the 
rules of Court, it was never bluffed with a 
rebuff from aim. The Uembling neophyte 
of the law met nothing but smiles and en- 
couragement while he was on the Bench. 
HU failings never received at his bands 
the shame and mortification of public ex 
posnre. 


He wan succeeded by Nathaniel Eldred, 
a gentlvman, and scholar. It was about 
thU time that we were given a District 
Court, over which the Ifon. Jas. Thomp- 
son was called to preside. Many of you 
remember him. Genial, kind and cour- 
teous in his intercourse with men, ho was 
eminently popular, and none have occu- 
pied oar bench who left it with more gen- 
eral esteem. Mure, perhaps, than any of 
our Judges, diet ho aim not to trespass or 
trench upon the province of the jury. 
Said he on one occasion ia a charge to the 
jury: "Gentlemen, with you r?st» the de- 
termination of the facts, with the Court 
the settling of the law. I will see that 
you do not intrench upon my province, 
you must see that I do not intrench upon 
yours." Ho is cow the able Chief Justice 
of Che State. .And here occurs an unusual 
coincidence. A former Judge of Crawford 
county in now Chief Justice of the State, 
and a former Chief Justice of the State, 
called from his distant home in Philadel- 
phia, is now President Judge of the sev- 
eial Courts of Crawford county. I think 
with me every member of this bar will 
join in prayer, that the lives of Judges 
Thompson and Lowrid may long be pre- 
served to honor the positions to which 
they have been called by the free suffrages 
01 the people. 


But timo will not permit me to complete 


the record. We can only mention who 
followed. Succeeding Eldred came the la- 
mented Gaylord Church, than whom a 
more industrious and honest judge never 
occupied the Bench. Then followed the 
honest, indulgent and kind-hearted John 
Galbraitb, during whose term the Hon. 
David DericksoQ was made Additional 
Law Jadice, who ia now by the appoint- 
ment of our Governor, at the head of the 
committee engaged in the arduous duty of 
codifying our laws. This brings us np to 
the present, and, I think I may safely nay, 
in the short retrospect which we have been 
•bio to take of the pant, we find nothing to 
regret, but much of which to be proud, in 
our Judicial history. Of the present, I 
cannot speak my whole heart's feelings tn 
this presence. On my right hand and my 
left are men alike eminent on the Bench 
and delightful in social and private life, 
Judges Johnson and Vincent, with whom 
we are now called upon to i part, with 
the most profound regret. The benedic- 
tions and blessings of the whole commu- 
nity rest upon them. 


Aa the organ of the committee to that 


purpose appointed, I will read the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions: 


Whereas, Among the choicest blessings 


that can iuure to any community is that 
of a pure, learned, honest add faithful ju- 
diciary, good laws are of little avail 
without good judges to administer them. 
In this respect Crawford county has beeu 
in the main, (may wo not say, always,} 
peculiarly fortunate. We meet to show, 
and we trust in suitable form to express, 
our esteem and regard for those estimable 
men, 
the worthy Judges of our several 


courts, with whom to our great regret.onr 
official relations, continued through so 
many years, are now about being dissev- 
ered. Such are th» allotments of life. 
The tenderest ties must be disrcpted—the 
closest relations find the painful moment 
that must dissolve thtm. Therefore be it 


Keaolvsd, Th,U in the Hon. S. P. John- 


sop, President Judge of thu Judicial Dis- 
trict, and the Hoc. John P. Vmcent, Ad- 
ditional' Law Judge thereof, we have 
found judges Itaroei, faithful and honest, 
fearless in the discharge of duty, merciful 
to those who deserved mercy, stern to visit 
the law's penalty upon those whose offen- 
ces were of a character to put them with- 
eue the pale of mercy. 


Resolved, That they carry with them to 


their homes our warmest regards and ten- 
derest recollection?, with a fervent prayer 
for their continued prosperity and happi- 
ness in whatever department of life the 
future find them.

Ghairviiaa oj Committee. 


F. B. Quthrie moved the adoption of the 


resolutions, and in doing so, said he could 
net refrain'from making some.remarks: 


His initiate as a law student was passed 


ia the office of the President Judge (John- 
son) and his partner, Hon. K. Brown, a 
former President Judge of this District; 
and he could not let the present opportu- 
nity pass without bearing testimony to 
the many kindnesses ho had received at 
the hands of the retiring President J udge. 
He had been a watchful, careful and pa- 
tient preceptor, and the snccens attained at 
the bar by his numerous pupils was ow- 
ing in a great exteat to the rigid disci- 
pline and studious habits exorcised and 
inculcated by their preceptor. 


As a lawyer, the President Judge haO 


occupied a position second to none in 
Northwestern Pennsylvania, and the clienl 
who was fortunate enough to have secured 
bis services was'always satisfied in know- 
ing if he did not succeed in his suit, it 
was never attributable to the incompe- 
tenoy or negligence of his counsel, for the 
Judge always made his olieut'a cause his 
own, nnd all honorable means were gin- 
ployed to make taut cause successful. 


From the zealouancss manifested by His 


Honor before assuming judicial eminence, 
many feared that bis Strom; prejudices 
would away his judgment; but ten years on 
the bench during the most eventful p«riot 
of our history, with crowded calendars o 
heavy and extensive oases, had dispellec 
that allusion; and the Judge has shown 
to his fearful friends that he could as fear 
lesaly and patiently hear and determin 
both sides ojf a cau*e, aa ho could ably anc 
eloquently advocate one aide thereof. 


Prior to the election of his honor Judge 


Vincent to the position he had for four 
years so successfully and satisfactory filled 
the speaker had bwi no personal acquaint- 
ance with the Judge, but since he had found 
him a pleasant companionable gentleman, 


> well verged ia law and with a quick per- 


ception with which he w*a especially en- 
dowed he, saw the points in a cause and 
tried to keep the counieVa attention direc- 
ted thereto : his perfect knowledge of the 
details of practice enabled hinv to dispatch 
business with a celerity Seldom"xict with. 


Both of the distinguished gentlemen 


present this evening had tri«d to discharge 
their duties HONESTLY, and if they hui 
ened, (which they sometimes did, as to err 
i* human) they were always ready to rec- 
tify their errors or put them faithfully 
on recourse for revision by a higher tribun- 
al. Mr. Or. raid he parted with the present 
judicial officers with reluctance, as they 
bad b»*n w*ll and truly tried, and in part- 


ing he did so with a wish that when they 
appeared before that JUDGE who presides 
over all, they might do so with »» mnch-snt- 
isfaotion to tlemselvesas their constituents 
had shoV appreciation of their eminent 
service' hero. 


juter the remarks of Mr. Guthrie, Hon 


aeorge B. Itelaouter nude some remarks, 
which were highly applauded by the meet- 
ing. The gentleman >aid: 


He was one of those who opposed the 


breaking np of the old Judicial District, 
and it was with sincere regret that he con- 
sented to part with the eminent gentle- 
men who have heretofore administered the 
laws in this county. His relations to the 
public at the present time led him • to •• take 
» deep interest in the law and its adminis- 
tration. This, however, he had -always 
done, having in early life, prepared himseU 
for the practice of law; that he could pay 
the highest tribute to fidelity, honesty and 
ability with which the laws had been ad- 
ministered by the distinguished gentle- 
men present, and he could say, with" the 
gentlemen who had just spoken, that he 
sincerely regretted to part with oar pres- 
ent Judges. 


Joseph Shippen read a letter from Alfred 


Huidekoper, E»q., regretting his inability 
to be present, and highly complimenting 
the retiring Judges for the promptness, 
ability and honesty -with which thoy had 
discharged their judicial functions. Mr. 
Shippen concurred in the tentiments ex- 
pressed in the letter of Mr. Huidekoper. 


He was follower} by Pearson Chutch, C. 


M. Boush, W. R. Bole, Esqs., who bevurul- 
ly spoke in flattering term* of the distin- 
guished ability and eminent servioes ren- 
dered by "the honored guests." 


Mr. Bole conveyed tho regrets of Hon. 


D. DoriokBOn, who was necessarily ab- 
sent from the city on business preUining 
to the codification of the laws to bo pre 
sented at the next term of tha Legislature 
for approval. 


The resolutions were then adopted. 


JUDGE JOHNSON'S KEMAKKS. 


Jfr. Praident, and (fentiernen of tha Bench 


and JSar of Craieford County : 
I appieoiate very highly, and thank yon 


most sincerely, for the oompliuiezn you 
have just paid me. Tho very kind and 
flattering terms employed to convey your 
parting benediction must be attributed, in 
part, »t least, to your partiality. I cau- 
xiot claim, nor even cunceive, the merit 
that would entitle me to such commen- 
dation. All I claim is an honest eiTort to 
have done my duty. 


Ten years ago I came among you almost 


a stranger, unacquainted with your habits 
of thought and practice. Of course, mine 
had been formed in a different mold, and 
run in a somewhat different channel. 


This naturally produced some friction 


and an occasional collision. The effort, how- 
ever, was bnt temporary. No lives were 
lost. In the main, I desire here to say, in 
all sincerity, that my official intercourse 
with the bar of this county has been exceed- 
ingly- pleasant; that I have received at their 
hands nothing bnt kindness, courtesy and 
the most respectful consideration; and that 
now, upon the termination of my judicial 
decade, I retire without a single shudder 
or lingering thought of unkiodncsa 
toward any one of its members. In com- 
ing here I had DO grudges to gratify: no 
pledges to redeem, personal or political. 
I had no friends to reward nor enemies to 
punish. My only motive and purpose was 
to administer the law impartially and do 
justice to all. 


If I have failed, as doubtless I have, it 


was for want of ability. I am not con- 
scious of ever having ruled a point or nt- 
tered a charge with a design to pervert tho 
law, or with view either to confer a favor 
or inflict an injury. 


For the injuries I may havp Inadver- 


tently done to clients, and the words 
which the petulance of exhausted nerves 
may have inflicted upon counsel, I ask 
that forgiveness which generous hearts 
are ever ready to grant to tbeiurring fel- 
lows. 
*^ 


I desire here also to publicly record the 


Fact, that the efforts to make myself, use- 
ful to the bar and the people of the county, 
t»av9 been cordially aided and sustained by 
my worthy associates on tho bench. I 
consider this county fortunate in the selec- 
tion of its local associate- judges during 
my administration. That their efforts 
bave, in some, degree, been successful, I 
am constrained to believe, from tho volun- 
tary testimony you have borne *o-night. 


The consciousness of the fact, will be a 


source of exhanstless gratification to me 
luring the small fraction of life that may 
t>e vouchsafed to me, and the recollection 
of your kind appreciation of them will 
ever be an oasis in my history, on which 
memory will delight to linger. 


Declining age has no solace equal to the 


review of a well spent life. Members of 
the Bench and Bar should never forget tho 
great responsibilities that attach tu their 
occupation. 


The courts are the last resorts of injured 


humanity. There is where all men ex- 
pect to have their wrongs redressed and 
rights vindicated. Their purity should be 
above suspicion. This cannot be without 
a high standard of both official and pro- 
eesionai ethics be maintained. » 


Whenever Jawyers deal in notion for 


acts, sophistry for logic, or substitute 
rickery lor candor and fairness, not the 
bar alone, but the Courts also, fall into 
lisrepute, and public confidence and the 
lope of injured innocence are lost. Next 
:o the moral law, we owe fidelity to the 
Court and the cause. This shall be para- 
mount to all considerations of personal 
jrofit and success. 


Personally you would not willingly 


wrong your neighbor, or rob him of his 
ewels. Tour profession gives yon no 
warrant for the violation of social fluty, 
syen as against the antagonist counsel or 
iis client. I make these suggestions for 
the benefit of my young friends, who have 
yet a life of duty to live' and an eternity to 
review it in. Let that life be so spent that 
'.U retrospect, either in this world or the 
next, will produce no regret. 


Judge Viaoent being called up, spoko in 


substance a* follow; : " 
3fr. President, and Bretttrtn of tin JSar of 


Crawford County : 
I concur with my colleague, Judge 


Johnson, in saying that I dare not appro- 
pnate to myself your very flatt«ring words 
o! commendation of my judicial career 
without some grain of allowance ; for I 
am very sensible that I have made many 
mistakes, and more than once yielded to 
some of the infirmities common to our na- 
ture. 
t, 


But while I am thus conscious of bavins 


fulled in many of my acts, and whilst 1 
have no doubt but that at times I have 
given some of you rensou to think me 
somewhat hasty, perhaps unreasonable, 1 
am also conscious that not one particle o: 
personal feeling or ill-will has ever, on my 
part, entered into or formed in any de- 
gree an ingredient of those acts or sayings 
that may have provoked your criticism, 
and if any gentleman has carried away 
from the court room the impression that 
other than kindest feelings toward you all 
animated me, he was greatly mistaken. 


The judge upon the bench views the 


controversies going ou before him, from a 
veiy different .land point than do the law 
ycr* at tho bar, and I hope many of you 
will verify this by your own experience 
What to the lawyers, in thoir slrougpurti 
zanship, appear matters of great moment 
to their respective clients and their intur- 
eets, to the judge appear trivial and irre- 
velant, and thus it happens that a man lest, 
partial than, our late lamented friend 
Judste GiUbraith. grows imptitiont of the 
particularity with which, in his opinion 
precious time is wasted on inconsequential 
mutter,,. But the Uw>.o, ueea not fear 
that «n upright jodge will think tho less 
of him that ho Hardily presents hisclieiifi. 
cause, and proteetehU interests, or that, 
if he feels called upon to administer re- 
buke, it is directed against anything bnt 
bis misdirected zeal—not against the fidel- 
ity that dares find does everything for his 
client. 


But if any enmiticx, thus engendered 


have survived the hour in which thoy 
were born, they should live no longer, for 
this life is too short to waste any of it in 
fostering reraonal animosities. The poet 
King of Israel has told us that "The days 
of our years are tliroe-aooro years and 
ten, and if, by reason of strength, they 
be four-score years, yet ia their strength, 
labor nnd sorrow;" and this consideration, 
as-well as the unpleasantness that always 
accompanies persona! raisunderctandingg, 
iUoul<H«aob us the worse than idleness of 
thus wasting the previous time given us 
for better purposes. 


For myself I«« say, witb heartfelt sin- 


cerity, that there is no member of the Bar 
toward whom I do not entertain tho kind- 
liest feelings; nnd if, in the course' of my 
official career, I have wounded the feelings 
of any of them,'I siucerely regret and 
apologise for it. And now that my official 
relations with you era p.bont to terminate,! 
beg leave to express the hope that,when the 
day comes, that mast oome to us all, 
yon can each look back upon a life rich 
in the fruition of your hopes, of prosperity, 
honor and happiness; and, with the most 
heartfelt wishes for your prosperity in this 
life, and yonr happiness in that which is 
to come, I bid you, officially, Farewell. 


My retirement from ofliei.il position is 


the subject of no regrets on my part, ex- 
cept suoh as arise-from the severance of 
valued associations with tho bar and peo- 
ple of this district. It is my own volun- 
tary choice. What is my loss is your 
irein 
I am glad to know, and f roo to say, 


that my plaoe is to be 'filled .by one moro 
worthy and able to discharge its duties. 
Giro him your entire confidence and kind- 
ness, and Crawford County will havo rea- 
son to bo proud of her Judiciary. His 
ability, experience and example will great- 
ly assist those who practice at this bar, to 
attain that eminence, morally and profes- 
sionally, to which every member should 
aspire. 


With renewed expressions of my thanks 


for this fluttering testimonial of your con- 
fidence and esteem, aud my best wishes 
for your ftiturd success and usefulness, I 
now lay off and return the judicial ermine, 
with which tho partiality of tue good peo- 
ple of Crawford county, including your- 
selves have invested mo.

LONDON', NOT. 2G. 


Advices from Tours have beem received 


up to lust evening. Gam betta returned to 
Tonrn on Friday. A sharp engagement 
occurred at Deminine, on Thursday.

Prussians, wbo were entrenched at that 
point, and had three piecca of cannon. The 
Prussians were routed, aad pursued aa fur 
aa Quesad. 


Kumars Continued. 


BKBLIN, Nor. £0. 


Reports have beoii received here from 


time to timo announcing that n large body 
of citizen?, and in some cases regular 
troops of the garrison at Paris, havo come 
to Prussian outposts and offered to surren- 
der, but were invariably turned bade. 
These reports have latterly been confirmed 
by despatches from tha German headquar- 
ters at Versailles. 


From Paris. 


LONDON, Nov. 20. 


Advices from Pi»ris to Thursday noon 


say the situation is favorable and the pub- 
lic morale satisfactory. The guns of the 
besiegers are quiet. Details of movements 
of the Prussian army operating against 
Garibaldi were received to-day. 
After 


their repulse at Nentz, they pillaged Cit- 
raui and concentrated at |Bijon. A force 
o( 20,000 Prussians occupied Belerme, De- 
partment of Euro Et L-.iire, on Tuesday 
night, 22dinst., but retired toward Nogent 
Leraton. 


On Thursday Favre issued another cir- 


cular, dated the 21st, giving his version of 
the late armistice negotiations and reasons 
o< the sudden rupture. He says, that in 
giving plenary powers to Thiers, he 
thought the principle of revietualing Paris 
tiad already been conceded.
